A realistic compromise in 
California’s war on smog 
has been proposed in a new 
bill offered by Senator Ran¬ 
dolph Collier, chairman of 
the Senate Transportation 
Committee. 

The bill, if enacted, would 
prevent a drastic retreat in 
the smog war and at the 
same time avert the hasty 
installation of millions of 
crankcase devices which, if 
improperly installed, can 
create havoc under the 
hoods of some of our cars. 

As things stand now, most 
owners of older cars have 
been granted a one-year 
postponement on the crank¬ 
case device requirement. 
Only those persons operat¬ 
ing commercial vehicles or 
purchasing a new or used 
passenger vehicle must have 
an approved device. 

’The proposed Collier Bill 
would: 

1. Retain the present one- 
year moratorium, but re¬ 
schedule the installation of 
crankcase devices on all 
cars, 1955 through 1962, be¬ 
ginning next January. 

2. Require that all new 
United States automobiles 
from 1966 on sold in Cali¬ 
fornia be equipped with 
both crankcase and exhaust 
devices. 

3. Require the installer to 
certify the installation of the 
device. 

4. Establish inspection sta¬ 
tions throughout the state 
for the required annual de¬ 
vice inspection — a pre-con¬ 
dition for vehicle registra¬ 
tion. 

5. Give the Highway 
Patrol authority to license 
installation and inspection 
stations and authorize its 
personnel to Issue wind-

Howard W. Campen pre¬ 
sented the city with a check 
in the amount of ^13 as its 
share of the 1964 allocation 
from the California Peace 
Officers’ Training Fund. 
Campen stated that Sierra 
Madre qualified for the 
money by strictly adhering 
to the standards for selec¬ 
tion and training of peace 
officers prescribed in the 
Administrative and Penal 
Codes of California. 

He reported that the prime 
objective of the Peace Offi¬ 
cer Standards and Training 
Program is to raise the level 
of competence of local police 
officers and deputy sheriffs 
through the establishment 
of minimum standards for 
their selection and training. 

During 1964 the City 
trained two newly employed 
officers. The officers received 
their training at the Pasa¬ 
dena City College, which 
meet the high standards re¬ 


quired of Commission certi¬ 
fied peace officer training 
facilities. He further stated 
that each newly employed 
trainee recived a total of 200 
hours of basic classroom in¬ 
struction in addition to field 
training. 

Mayor Sorensen accepted 
the check on behalf of the 
City of Sierra Madre. How¬ 
ard W. Campen, chairman of 
the Commission on Peace 
Officer Standards and Train¬ 
ing, stated that Sierra Madre 
Is one of 360 cities and 
counties which has volun¬ 
tarily adhered to the Cali¬ 
fornia Peace Officer Stan¬ 
dards and Training Pro¬ 
gram. 

He stated the program has 
been In operation since Oc¬ 
tober 1960 and during that 
period cities and counties 
which met or exceeded the 
standards have trained 7,800 
officers and have received a 
total of $2,038,400 in aid 
from the Peace Officers’

Training Fund. Campen re- 
the taxpayers that no tax 
funds are paid Into the Cali¬ 
fornia Peace Officers’ Train¬ 
ing Fund which finances the 
program. ’The fund is fi¬ 
nanced by an assessment on 
criminal fines, collected by 
local courts and forwarded 
to the State Treasurer. Thus, 
the criminal violator who 
makes the training neces¬ 
sary pays the bill, rather 
than the law abiding tax¬ 
payer.” 

During 1964, 2,177 Cali¬ 
fornia peace officers aver¬ 
aged 407 hours of classroom 
training in the basic recruit 
course. In addition, 419 sup¬ 
ervisory officers averaged 
102 hours of training in the 
elements of supervision. The 
allocation to cities and 
counties during this period 
totaled $789,885. 

’The commission has de¬ 
termined that 17,630,000 
Californians or 97 per cent 
of the total population are 
served by police depart¬ 
ments and sheriffs offices 
which meet the minimum 
standards. Three per cent, or 
600,00 citizens reside in 89 
cities and counties which 
have not yet taken steps to 
participate in the program. 

Commenting upon the 
program. Attorney General 
Thomas C. Lynch stated, 
“The level of competency of 
law enforcement in Cali¬ 
fornia is the highest in the 
nation, yet the ever increas¬ 
ing population, the complex¬ 
ity of modern society, rapid 
transportation and utter dis¬ 
regard for political boun¬ 
daries by criminal and traf¬ 
fic offenders presents an 
ever increasing challenge to 
the administration of jus¬ 
tice in California. 

“A great stride toward 
professionalizing California 
law enforcement was taken 
by the California legislature 
in 1959 when the Peace Offi¬ 
cer Standards and Training 
Program was creatcid. The 
standards which have been 
established for the selection 
and training of peace offi¬ 
cers are extremely practical.

standards for selection and 
training as established by 
local government through 
the Commission on Peace 
Officer Standards and Train¬ 
ing. ’The 89 cities and coun¬ 
ties which have yet to take 
part in the program should 
Immediately take advantage 
of the opportunity to prop¬ 
erly select and train their 
peace officers.”

Opposition was expressed 
by Caiifornia Taxpayers’ As¬ 
sociation to a plea to the 
Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors on March 2 for a 
reduced work week made 
formally by Kenneth D. Lar¬ 
son, president of Los An¬ 
geles County Fire Fighters 
Association, Local 1014. Our 
statement is attached. 'The 
Board of Supervisors referred 
the plea to the Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer for 
study and report at a later 
date. The following letter 
was sent: 

The Honorable Board 
of Supervisors 
Los Angeles County, 

Los Angeles, Calif. 

Gentlemen: 

The request for a cut in 
the work week of county 
firemen may sound reason¬ 
able and plausible when 
discussed by Itself. However, 
it involves a number of ser¬ 
ious questions. We recom¬ 
mend that you avoid piece¬ 
meal consideration of em¬ 
ployee pay or work hours at 
times other than during the 
ann,ual consideration of all 
salaries. 

Los Angeles County is not 
the only employer of fire¬ 
men subject to these pleas 
for a reduced work week. A 
soon-to-be-announced study 
by the League of California 


Cities will reveal an esti¬ 
mated cost in Los Angeles 
City of approximately $1,- 
672,000. The $600,000 to $1,- 
000,000 per-year cost discus¬ 
sed for Los Angeles County 
plus smiilar costs for other 
cities in the County will 
bring the increased burden 
on your taxpayers to some¬ 
where in excess of $3,000,000 
per year. Throughout the 
State it will be much higher. 

Let us look for a moment 
at the so-called 62-hQur 
week now worked by fire¬ 
men in Los Angeles City 
and County. It sounds like 
a long, hard pull for these 
men. Actually this time is 
served in less than three 
24-hour shifts per week. 
This calls for firemen to be 
on duty for nearly 130 24- 
hour work periods during 
the year at a pay level of 
about $70 per period. It is 
interesting to note that diur- 
ing this 24-haur period only 
eight hours are assigned to 
work duties, the balance go¬ 
ing for sleep, recreation and 
stand-by duty. This would 
seem to indicate a work 
week nearer 24 hours than 
60 hours. 

We wish to make two re¬ 
commendations to you at 
this time: 

1—That you take no ac¬ 
tion now to reduce the work 
week for firemen and that 
you refer this matter to your 
Chief Administrative Officer 


for his recommendation at 
the time of his report on all 
county salaries. 

2—Due to sharp differences 
in the duties, responsibili¬ 
ties and turnover of fire¬ 
men and deputy sheriffs, we 
recommend that you In¬ 
struct your Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer to base his 
salary recommendations for 
firemen primarily on their 
duties, responsibilities and 
the ease of recruiting rather 
than upon the traditional re¬ 
lationship to the salaries 
paid deputy sheriffs.
